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Plane Crashes Into 


Skyscraper in New 


York; 5 Are Killed 


Army Board Begins In- 


quiry Into Second 


Such Accident 


New York, May 21—(AP)—A 


twin-engined Army plane, grop- 
ing blindly through 
a 400-foot 


overcast, crashed into the 58th 
floor of the 71-story Bank of the 
Manhattan company building in 
the 
skyscraper-packed 
financial 


dirstrict last night, bringing death 
to all its occupants, a WAC lieu- 
tenant and four Army officers. 


The ship disintegrated in a 


blinding flash of flames after ex- 
ploding against the rear of the 
Wall street building—the world's 
fourth highest—and sent showers 
of flaming debris hurtling to the 
pavement. 
The building is 937 


feet high. 


One witness said "the flames 


seemed to pour down from floor 
to floor." 
The fires, however, 


quickly were extinguished. Police 
estimates put the number of per- 
sons in the building at the time 
of the accident at from 500 to 2,- 
000. The building has about 5,000 
occupants during the day. 


While none of the persons in the 


structure was injured five were 
struck by flaming particles in the 
street. 


Investigators Named 


Within an hour after the crash, 


an investigating board of qualified 
Army Air Force officers was ap- 
pointed by Col. Clarence P. Kane, 
commanding officer at the New- 
ark Army air base, the public re- 
lations 
office 
announced today. 


The six-man board went at once 
to the scene of the crash. 


It was the second such accident 


for New York in less than a year. 
On last July 28 an Army B-25 
bomber punched through the 79th 
floor of the 102-story Empire State 
building, killing three fliers and 11 
office workers.

through the corner of the build- 
ing as it plowed into the offices 
of the Atlas corporation.

bank building fronts on 40 Wai 
street and runs back into 33 Pine 
street. 


Police said the pilot and an- 


other officer were thrown clear oJ 
thp plane by the impact, and their 
bodies were found on the rug in 
the Atlas offices. The other bodies 
were found clammed into the front 
part of the plane. 


The. 
control tower at Newark 


airport reported it was last in con- 
tact with the plane's pilot at 7:08 
p. m. (CDT) after previously giv- 
ing him clearance to land. 


The tower operator said first 


clearance was given at 6:56 p. m., 
when the plane circled the field. 
After waiting about 10 minutes, 
the operator said, the tower con- 
tacted the plane and learned it 
was five miles southwest of the 
field. That was the last contact. 


Joliet Soldier Wins a 


High English Award 


Chicago. May 21—(AP)—Staff 


Sgt. Edward N. Pasdertz o'f Joliet, 
111., has been awarded the British 
Military medal for heroic action 
on Makin atoll. 


The presentation was made yes- 


terday by Wilfred H. Gallienne,, 
British consul-general in Chicago. 
Pasdertz hai served in liaison with 
British forces during the war. 


Pasdertz' citation read: 
"Staff, Sgt. Pasdertz, then ser- 


geant, on the night of 22-23 No- 
vember, 1943. on Makin atoll, was 
In charge of an anti-tank gun posi- 
tion which became the main point 
of an enemy counterattack. 


"When heavy enemy rifle and 


grenade fire concentrated on the 
anti-tank gun made it impossible 
to sustain anyone continuously at 
the position, he made numerous 
trips up to the gun position to beat 
off enemy forces, meanwhile tak- 
ing care of his wounded and en- 
couraging fatigued members of his 
crew to continued action through- 
out a nightlong engagement". 


Expect Grand Jury 
To Indict Hubbard 
on Perjury Charges 


The Grand Jury of Lee county 


meets tomorrow and among other 
things it will probably do, .s the 
indictment of Keith Hubbard for 
perjury. 
This case presents an 


unwritten charter out of the book 
"Why We Misbehave." 
Hubbard 


was indicted last fall with Ken- 
neth Johnson for stealing automo- 
bile tires. The indictment against 
Johnson, who was then in the ar- 
my, was suppressed so far as the 
public was concerned. 


After he was arrested, Hub- 


bard signed a confession involv- 
ing Johnson, stating that Johnson 
was with him at the time the tires 
were taken. 


Hubbard was placed on parole 


but was sentenced 
to 50 days 


in the county jail, which was serv- 
ed; he was fined $500 and paroled 
for five years. Some of the pro- 
visions of the parole provided that 
he was not to leave his father's 
farm for any purpose unless ac- 
companied by a. member of the 
family. 


One day last 
week 
Johnson 


came home on furlough. 
He was 


immediately picked up 
by 
the 


sheriff and iken before the Cir- 
cuit court of Lee county for trial 
on the indictment. 
It appears 


that Johnson's mother and uncle 
talked to Hubbarc'. about the situ- 
ation and Hubbard then told them 
that the reason he had involved 
Johnson was because certain po- 
lice officers had intimated to him 
that the only way he could hope 
to get out on parole was to in- 
volve someone else for the reason 
that no one would believe .that he 
had stolen the tires all alone. 


Admits Telling Untruth 


He then admitted that Johnson 


was not with him and while ad- 
vised by his attorney that a per- 
jury charge was staring him in 
the face if he changed his story 
he still insisted that he would do 
so for he did not want Johnson 
convicted of a crime he did not 
commit or punished for something 
he had not done. 
He then ap- 


peared in Johnson's trial admit- 
ting to the court that his confes- 
sion ivae tint me ;•" f. r ^.s Johnson 
was concerned with the immediate 
result that he was put in jail and 
held for perjury for the reason 
that he had testified in his proba- 
tion hearing that Johnson was 
with him and he had also a written 
confession that Johnson was with 
him. 


Johnson was immediately re- 


leased and is back in the service 
and Hubbard, who saved him, is 
now in jail awaiting the action of 
the grand jury. 


It is understood that Huhbard 


has employed Robert L. Bracken 
to defend him in the event that 
he is indicted and the case will 
present one of those unusual situ- 
ations where a defendant knowing 
in advance that he was going to 
get into more trouble still insist- 
ed on telling the trut.i in order 
to save someone who 
was 
not 


guilty.

Washington, May 21—(AP) — 


Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich) told 
the senate today the Paris meet- 
ing of. foreign ministers had de- 
veloped "a positive, constructive, 
peace-seeking, bi-partisan foreign 
policy for the United States." 


Vandenberg 
made no specific 


mention of difficulties the Ameri- 
can delegation reportedly encount- 
ered in seeking Russian agree- 
ments to conference proposals, but 
he said that for the time being 
he was "willing to let the record 
stand" where Secretary of State 
Byrnes left it in his radio report 
to the nation last night. 


In effect, Byrnes gave Russia the 


choice that it could stop blocking 
a European peace conference this 
summer or the United States 
would carry the whole matter to 
the United Nations. 


Vandenberg, chairman of 
the 


Republican senatorial conference, 
conceded that the Paris meeting 
had failed to produce agreement 
on many vital matters, but said 
it had solidified American policy 
to write a "peace for keeps," bas- 
ed on justice and not vengeance. 


Proclaims "Offensive" 


Proclaiming an American "of- 


fensive for peace." Byrnes left no 
doubt in his radio address to the 
nation last night that it would be 
carried out even at the expense 
of the basic postwar ideal that 
the greater victor nations should 
act in unison to fashion the fu- 
ture. 


The cphinet officer made it per- 


fectly plain that he held Russia re- 
sponsible for 
the 
disappointing 


outcome of the foreign ministers 
conference which recessed in Pa- 
ris last Thursday until June 15. 


His formal report on that con- 


•lave listed a half dozen outstand- 
ing issues with Moscow on which 
he indicated 
the United States 


would not compromise. 


Aggressive, Confident 


From the aggressive but confi- 


dent tone of his speech, however, 
it 
was 
apparent—and 
officials 


confirmed 
this—that 
Byrnes 
is 


counting 
on Moscow conferences 


between Soviet Foreign Minister 
Molotov and Premier Stalin during 
the recess to reverse or modify the 
Russian position 
on these ques- 


tions.

74 SS veterans in the Dachau war 
crimes court, was 
one of six 


Americans who survived the butch- 
ery at the Belgian town of Mal- 
medy during the winter battle of 
the Ardennes Bulge 17 months 
ago. 
That was Germany's last 


offensive. 


Lary 
climaxed 
his 
dramatic 


story by identifying Georg Fleps 
23, of the First Waffen SS panzer 
regiment, as the 'killer. 


The prosecution 
charges 
that 


the Germans slaughtered nearly 
800 American prisoners of war 
during the Ardennes offensive, al- 
lowed the first panzer regiment 
to hunt human beings for sport 
and issued "no prisoner" orders. 


Soldier's Story 


"We were standing inthe field 


at Malmedy crossroads, 150 to 175 
of us, unarmed with our hands 
clasped 
over our heads," Lary 


testified. 
"I saw no wounded 


men. 
They were all Americans. 


"Two 
vehicles drove up and 


parked on our flank and I saw a 
German place a machinegun over 
the side of one. 
Then another 


vehicle drove up and stopped be- 
tween the other two. 
I saw a 


man take his pistol and aim in 
the direction of our group. 
He 


fired two shots fro ma distance of 
15 yards. 


"At the first, I saw an Amer- 


ican with his hands clasped over 
his head go down. I did not see 
the effect cf the second shot." 


Lary said he was leading a small 


detachment from the 2S5th field 
artillery observation battalion on 
the road to Bastogne when they 
were attacked by a large enemy 
force and decided to surrender. 


Lary said he dropped down in 


the mud when the pistol shots 
were fired. 
Machineguns started 


firing in about three minutes and 
he was wounded in the leg. 


Lary said he lay in the field 


about 90 minutes before he heard 
another American soldier say "let's 


"Those of us who could got up 


and made a break," he said. 
"I 


stepped over numerous bodies and 
ran. 
Another machinegun opened 


up.

Upping Postal Pay 


Washington, May 21—(AP) 


President Truman signed into law 
today a bill giving nearly all post- 


a $400 yearly pay 
al workers 
increase. 


Those who don't get the $400 


boost are fourth class postmasters 
who receive a 20 per cent raise, 
and part-time workers, who re- 
ceive a «ain of 20 cents hourly. 


All the increases are retroac- 


tive to January 1. 19«6. Approxi- 
mately 400.000 workers come un- 
der the measure. The total cost 
was estimated at approximately 
$160,000,000 yearly. 


Postal workers received a $400 


yearly .increase July 1, 1945. Sup- 
porters of the newly-signed leg- 
islation said, however, that it was 
required to make up for added liv- 
ing costs and a reduction since last 
July in the number of hours work- 
ed by most employes. The cut in 
hours eliminated overtime pay re- 
ceived by many.

Everything Hopeful 
in Strike Situation 
Says Senate Leader 


Intensified Naval 
Training-Research 


Program Endorsed 


H o u s e Appropriations 
Committee Submits An- 


nual Bill for Navy 


Washington, May 21—(AP) — 


The house appropriations commit- 
tee today recommended a cash 
fund 
of 
54,639.659,000 
for 
the 


Navy in the next fiscal year, top- 
ping budget estimates by $374,- 
260,000 to finance an intensified 
training and research program. 


The committee's bill, sent to the 


house floor for debate starting to- 
morrow, represented a compromise 
between Budget Bureau recom- 
mendations and the Navy's re- 
quests. The Navy originally asked 
approximately 
$6,000,000,000, in- 


cluding contract authority and re- 
appropriations. 


Included in the 
$4,639,659,000 


the committee approved is a trans- 
fer of $500,000,000 from the naval 
stock fund to the pay and sub- 
sistence account. The stock fund 
includes money for ship stores, 
uniforms and similar purposes. 


The committee said it believed 


the new funds would be ample to 
maintain the world's largest and 
most modern Navy. The proposed 
fund is $8,118,928,879 below cur- 
rent year appropriations. 


Boost Training Fund 


Original 
budget bureau esti- 


mates, the committee said, were 
"insufficient" to insure a Navy 
"that may be expected to meet 
any contingency reasonably fore- 
seeable in the future." 


To provide for a comprehensive 


Navy and Marine Reserv« train- 
ing grogram, the committet rec- 
ommended an increase to $133, 
800,000 in the Budget Bureau's es- 
timate of $78,811,000 for training. 


It explained that the additional 


money will permit training of 55,- 
000 additional men and 3,000 addi- 
tional officers in the organized 
Naval Reserve; provide a volun- 
teer reserve training program for 
60,000 officers and men; training 
"in some form or other* for 60,- 
000 Marine Corps reservists; and 
completion of the training of all 
cadets in the V-5 naval aviation 
training program. 


Tribute to Marines 


Paying tribute to the work of 


the Marines, the committee ex- 
pressed the conviction "the Amer- 
ican people would never look with 
favor upon any move designed to 
bring about any loss or impair- 
ment of identity" of the Corps. 
This* was the only reference to 
proposals for a merger of the 
armed forces. 


The bill supplies approximately 


$250,000,000 for naval 
research 


and development, an increase of 
540,000,00 over budget estimates. 
The research fund was voted after 
the committee heard naval experts 
tell of studies of powering ships 
with atomic energy instead of by 
ordinary marine engines, and of 
plans for installation of huge rock- 
et-shooting guns on battleships. 


Navy's Strength Revealed 


The Navy entered 1946 with an 


armada of fighting ships almost 
equal to the combined navies of 
all other world powers. 


Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz 


gave congress this picture of the 
nation's naval might in testimony 
which the committee mad" public 
today as it sent the appropriation 
bill to the house floor.

Springfield. 111., May 21—(AP) 


—The Illinois Supreme court in a 
weeping opinion today held un- 
onstitutional the 
1935 "heart 


balm" act banning 
breach 
of 


promise and alienation of affec- 
ions suits in Illinois. 
The high court said, "we are of 


he opinion that this act violates 
lection 19 of article two of our 
itate consti'ution and is invalid". 


In reversing the. Cook county 


Superior court, the hiRh tribunal 
uled that the act violate* the 


state constitution's provision that 
every person should find g reme- 
dy in the law .or all injuries and 
wrongs which he may receive in 
his person or reputation. 


The court also ruled the act 


does not fairly express in its title 
the purposes for its enactment 
and that it "tends to put a prem- 
ium on violations of the moral 
Inw, making those who violate the 
law a privileged class free to pur- 
sue a course of conduct without 
fear of punishments even to the 
extent of a auit for 


for the strike."

Perhaps a tip-off on Juan D.
